THE SOCIETY FOR DETECTING HORSE THIEVES 


The Society for Detecting Horse Thieves was or- 
ganized on December 21, 1795 in the towns of 
Mendon, Bellingham and Milford. The officers 
consisted of a President, Vice President, Secre- 
tary, Treasurer, Committee on Accounts and 
Pursuing Committee. By November of 1879, 
there were 245 members , 60 from Mendon, 66 
from Bellingham and119 from Milford. 


Residents of any of the towns became members 
for the sum of one dollar. The Pursuing Com- 
mittee, consisting of no less than 12 members, 
recovered stolen horses and arrested horse 
thieves. Only members of the Society were en- 
titled to such action. 


The Society held meetings annually on the last 
Monday of October at which time officers were 
elected. Whenever funds belonging to the Soci- 
ety amounted to fifteen hundred dollars, it was 
divided among the members, provided each had 
been a member for at least one year. 


Members of th Pursuing Committee for the 
town of Bellingham in the year 1879 were: 
Amos Keach, James P. Thayer, Ruel F. Thayer. 
Samuel A. Adams, and George Nelson. In that 
year, $3,500 was distributed among the 245 
members, each receiving $14.22 3/4. 


Five members from the Bates, Thayer and Cook 
families were listed as members and owners 
that year; four from the Adams and Chilson fam- 
ilies; three from the Metcalf, Pickering, Rock- 
wood and Grant families; and two each from the 
Wight, Wales, Scott, Smith, Crooks, Barber, 
Bullard, Fairbanks, Sherbourne, Holbrook 
Rhodes and Darling families.

Silver Lake/Hoag Lake 


Between 1714 and 1765 this area was known as Pope John’s Swamp. In 1828 William Chilson damned 
up the stream so he could harness water for power to his cotton manufacturing mill. In 1834 he could 
no longer afford to pay his creditors and surrendered his estate consisting of 2 houses, 2 barns, a cotton 
house, blacksmith shop, shed, 90 acres of land, water power and other accessories. 


In 1875 J. Hoag once again harnessed the water of the lake to run his small but prosperous saw mill. 


In 1898 The Bellingham Board of Selectmen granted a franchise license to the Milford, Attleboro and 
Woonsocket Railway Railroad Company to operate a rail line in Bellingham. In 1899 the 
M.A.&W.Railway Company purchased the lake and surrounding area. 


On May 18, 1900 work progressed on the construction of a 1200 seat summer theater. The theater was 
130 feet by 66 feet wide and was opened on June 26, 1900. In the summer of 1900 a merry-go-round 
(carousel) was set up and a $1000 bridge was built to the island. There were boat rentals, a roller 
skating rink, band concerts, and top vaudeville acts from New York performed. 


Over the years a bath house and penny arcade were built. There were live animal acts, monkeys, lions, 
and diving horses, marathon dances and an all ladies orchestra played. Carrie Nation gave a 
demonstration of her famous hatchet raid upon a saloon. 


In 1920 and 1921 the trolley system began to decline which led to fewer people visiting Silver Lake and 
less revenue coming into this beautiful resort area. In 1922 there were many fires at the lake. The once 
magnificent theater and carousel were burned. Since then the lake has never again regained the 
popularity of a forgotten era. The Town of Bellingham purchased Silver Lake in 1995.

In 1902 and 1903 a major attraction came to Silver Lake: the 
diving horses King and Queen. The two most popular diving horse acts 
in the 1900s were Dr. Carver’s diving horses in Atlantic City and King 
and Queen. Dr. Carver eventually added female riders to his act, but 
King and Queen never had riders. Dr. Carver's horses and his daughter- 
in-law inspired the movie Wild Horses Can't Be Broken.

King and Queen mostly performed in the Eastern part of th 
United States. Besides diving into a tank of water, they would dive 
into lakes. King and Queen became world travelers when they went 
to England to perform at the Crystal Palace. The horses willingly

The American flag was designed to represent the 
new union of thirteen states. It would have 13 
stripes, alternate red and white, and thirteen stars 
white on a blue field arranged in a circle to show all 
states were equal. 


In 1818, the U.S. Congress decided to keep the 13 
stripes and add a new star each time a state joined 
the Union. The 50° star is Hawaii’s; the last state 
to join the Union. Hawaii joined on July 4, 1960 


Town Meeting of March 7, 1910 


In the Town Meeting of March 7, 1910, the tax col- 
lector was authorized to use all means of collecting 
taxes and his salary to be 1% of all taxes commit- 
ted. 

A committee consisting of Horace A Brown, 
L Francis Thayer, and Addison E Bullard, to study 
the building of a vault in the Town Hall reported 
their findings at the Town Meeting of June 25, 
1910. They presented plans drawn by Mr. Collins of 
Milford, which give a hallway through the center of 
the town hall from west to east. The south side 
has four office rooms, the north side a banquet 
room and so be used for meetings if necessary. A 
vault for records and a kitchen; also a fire escape 
from the upper hall and the building of an exten- 
sion in the rear for wood house and lavatories and 
the exits from the upper hall. Voted: To accept the 
report and voted this same committee be a com- 
mittee to see the work executed. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF HIGHWAYS 
IN 1910. 


Gentlemen: by vote of the town, laborers on the 
streets were paid $1.80 per day and teams $4.50, 
which is a raise of 20% or in other words the labor- 
ers received $350 of the appropriation for which 
the streets received no benefit. 


Consequently with the smaller amount of money 
available (as was suggested by you) no permanent 
piece of gravel road was made for the past three 
years. 


A new bridge has been erected at Crimpville. It is 
of the best material and built in a thorough manner 
and will last for a long time without repairs. 


The piece of street near Mr. Barrow’s place which 
was considered dangerous has not been finished. 
Permission was given by the owner of the land 
through which the street passes, to clear the trees 
and bushes from his land, so as to give a clear view 
of the curve and eliminate all danger at this point 
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in the street, but the amount of money appropri- 
ated to grade a new piece of street across this 
curve was probably not half enough to do_ work, 
consequently it had to be dropped. 


Through some misunderstanding, the piece of 
sewer work at Caryville was not finished. The part 
from Pearl Street, north, was put in and Mr. Camp 
tells me it is satisfactory, and arrangements have 
been made with Mr. Spear for the town to pipe the 
surface water, which collects near Mr. Fairbanks 
and Mr. Howarth’s land across Hartford Street and 
connect with a sewer recently laid by Mr. Spear 
and effectually remedy all trouble at this point in 
the street.

BEGINNING OF THE SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM. 
Atwell Jan. 29, 1919. 


The Norfolk County Farm School is agitating the 
project of introducing school lunches. A school at 
first would probably consist of cocoa or hot soup, 
so as to furnish the children something warm to 
drink with the cold lunch they bring from home, 
the expense being limited to the cost of materials. 
It is believed that such a plan would be conducive 
to the health and welfare of the children who bring 
their dinners. At the Massey School alone there 
are nearly fifty pupils who do not go home to their 
dinners. School lunches of this kind seem very de- 
sirable and the subject is mentioned here to ascer- 
tain if the parents have a vital interest in the mat- 
ter. To make this a success will require the assis- 
tance of the parents or the parent-teacher associa- 
tion or some similar organization.
